‘PROTECTION TO HOME INDUSTRIES,

Appraiser Sharretts of Baltimore Gives His 
Ideas on the Tariff Problem. 
BALTIMORR, Md., Sept. 27.—Appraiser Shar- 
retts has transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury a report in reply to a request for a 
compilation of the best features of the three 
tariff bills presented to Congress. It recom- 
mends protection of home industries, but 
urges that raw material and goods not in- 
digenous to the United States should be ad- 
mitted free, especially when they do not 
interfere with home industries, as wool, tin, 
salt, and lumber. As foreign ‘wool must be 
used to mix with the domestic article to com- 
pete with the foreigner it should be free, as 
a high cost limits production of raw 
wool here. If it is free the mixed 
tariff of the senate bill is super- 
filuous. But if a tariff on raw wool 
is to remain, the mixed tariff is indispensa- 


ble, and there must be a pound duty on raw 


wool, together with an ad valorem duty on 
the manufactured articles. It recites that 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Virginia, Mary- 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
New York, and the Patific coast are inter- 
ested in cheap tin. and that the output de- 
pends upon the demand, which in turn fluc- 
tuates with the cost of the output. The de- 
mand for canned goods being decreased by 
an increased cost of 12 cents a dozen, caused 
by the tariff of one cent a pound, affects the 
hundreds of thousands of people engaged in 
the canning industry. It recommends free 
tinplate, ternepiate, and taggers’ tin.

President Harrison is back in the white 
house. He arrived from Deer Park this aft- 
ernoon with Mrs. Harrison and Private Sec- 


retary and Miss Halford. During the last 


three months Gen. Harrison has managed to 
spend six or seven weeks in the mountains, 
where the politicians could not bother him. 
He did not entirely lay aside the cares of 
state, but succeeded in tinding rest and quiet. 
He comes back to the capital on the eve of 
important public events in good health and 
spirits, and will enter upon the work before 
him weil equipped for it. The most 
pressing business ‘he has to attend to 
is the appointment ot a pension cow- 
missioner.

Postmaster General Wanamaker decided 
today upon heroic measures in the case of 
the citizens of Luverne, Ala., who had placed 
an effective embargo to keep a colored Re- 
publican postmaster from opening his office. 
Luverne is quite a goodsized country town, 
and to judge from the statistics of the post- 


office department does a fair business, as 


from 7,009 to 10,000Vetters are muiled there 
annually and at least that many more are 
received. 

The salary of the postmaster ranges from 
$200 to $300 per year, and when the office is 
given toa storekeeper the income is all profit. 

During the early days of the administra- 
tion William Gomez, colored, was appointed 
postmaster. When the news reached Lu- 
vorne it created intense excitement, as the 
white element is largely in excess, and they 
were averse toreceiving their mail from a 
„ nigger.” | 

They held meetings and protested and 
swore that Gomez should not be postmaster. 
Gomez was undaunted, however, and after 
about two months was able to file his bond 


and was commissioned. He then was un- 


able to secure a suitable place for his office, 
as no one would rent to him. 
Finally he secured an unoccupied building 
and announced that the following week he 
would open the office. But the next night 
an incendiary applied the torch and the to-be 
postoffice building went up in smoke, not 
one of the white citizens ‘offering to assist 
Gomez to save it. 

All these facts were laid before Mr. 
Wanamaker, and he came to the conclusion 
that the citizens of Luverne did not deserve 
postal facilities. So he ordered the office at 
Luverne closed and the citizens will now 
have to travel at least three miles for their 
mail. 


Tuesday next the army begins a reform in 
the manner of procuring its soldiers, On 
that date tne officers selected for the new 
recruiting detail for the two years ending 
Oct. 1, 1891, will begin operations and the 
department has taken advantage of the 
change by formulating some new rules fof 
the government of those officers whose duty 
it will be to provide the army with new ma- 
terial. The officials of the war department 
are acting in accord with an effort to im- 
prove the morale of the army and 
they agree that the first step 
in that direction is to narrow the 
doors of recruiting rendezvous toan extent 
thet will insure the admission of only gooa 
and trustworthy men. The new recruiting 
ofticiuis will theretore be instructed to exer- 
cise extraordinary care in the examination 
of apviicants for enlistment. They will be 
required to obtain an authentic personal bis- 
tory of every candidate. If necessary the 
applicant will be quartered and fed at the 
expense of the government for six days to 
enable the recruiting officer to procure suit- 
able evidence of his reliability. If a minor 
attempts to enlist without the consent of his 
parents the recruiting officers must endeavor 
to ascertain that fact and even if only par- 
tially established the candidate will 
be The officer will also 
guard against the enlistment of persons 
who haye families depending on them for 
support, In other words, every applicant 
must have good reasons for the step he de- 
sires to take, and it is the duty of tue re- 
cruitmg officer to leave no stone unturned to 
establish wwe truth of his statements.

ALL MEN WERE NOT CREATED EQUAL, 


Dn Holland Does Not Subscribe to the 
Declaration of Independence. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 27.—The Brotherhooa 
of St. Andrew is in annual convention hsre. 
There was a sensation when Guy A. Hogg of 
Chicago, corresponding secretary of the as 
sociation, in an address denounced theatres, 
dances, and card parties. He was loualy 
cheeréd and it was evident that the sympa- 
thy of all was with him. In the morning the 
Rev. J. D. S. Huntington of New York asked 
the convention what was meant when wage- 
workers were spoken of. He thought the 
term workingman' was often misapplied. 
A lively discussion followed and Dr. Holland 
of St. Louis increased it. Said he: 

“All men are not equal; we are not born 
equal, and we never can be equal. The idea 
that God created men equal grew out of the 
superstition and the infidel ignorance of an 
age that has passed away. It is God’s law 
that some men shall be greater than others, 
and all the anarchy and the communism and 
the atheism of the world cannot change it. 
Here in this country we are ruled bya gov- 
ernment that upholds this doctrine of equal- 
ity, ana our politicians and rulers are 
afraid to speak the truth because the lower 
order of society has a vote.

ATTORNEYGENERAL MILLER’S ARGUMENT 


He Pleads a Case Before the Supreme 
5 Court at Indianapolis. 
IxDraxarotas, Ind Sept. 27.—|Special.]— 

e Attorney General of the United States 
appeared today in the Indiana supreme court 
as the counsel for three local capitalists who 
are defendants in a case in Which fraudulent 
manipulation of stock is charged. The case 
is an old one which the Attorney General 
and his former partner, the President, have 
had on their hands for many years. It re- 
lated to the merging of two illuminating gas 
cémpanies in Indianapolis back in the 
seventies. Agnes G. Patterson, as the holder 
of $20,000 of capital stock in the new company, 

charged that there was a conspiracy by F.

There have been quarrels since the 
failure of the big southwestern strike, but 
the first open revolt was brought about by 
the candidacy of Thomas Furlong, form- 
erly of the Missouri Pacific secret 
service, for the office of chief of the United 
States secret service. Powderly protested 
against the appointment, and M. D. aes 
and W. H. Blake, two leading St. Louis 
knights, made a trip to Philadeiphia and saw 
Mr. Powderly. They showed him letters 
from Knights of Labor and proletarians in 
the south west, stating that there was no an- 
tagonigm to Furlong. Powderly withdrew bis 
protest and subsequentiy the charge was 
made that the letters were forgeries and an 
attempt was made to expel Shaw from the 
order, but it did not succeed. 

This led to a local split with Shaw, Blake, 
and John McGary on one side and the ma- 
jority of the Knights of Labor on the other, 
and since the division in the ranks there has 
been bitter warfare. The disaffected mem- 
bers still hold their membership in the order, 
and they propose to oust Powderly if they 
can. 


The strike of 1886 has been a sore spot with 
the Knights of Labor. There were numbers 
of violent acts which were charged to them, 
but which were denied. Freight houses and 
cats were burned in East St. Louis, a train 
was wrecked in Wyandotte, Kas., the tele- 
graph wires were tapped, and the operations 
of southwestern roads were obstructed in a 
hundred different ways. Several attempts 
were made to fasten these crimes on Knights 
of Labor, but they invariably failed. In 
not one of the cases was a knight convicted 
and the prosecution was always repulsed. 
Certain members of the order who wanted 
to advance their interests have threatened 
to furnish testimony implicating other 
knights. Ever since 1886, and from time to 
time, they have made threats that they 
would reveal untold secrets, pull Powderly 
down, and bring the order into disrepute. 
This bluff. succeeded to a certain extent. but 


when Powderly published the statement that

THERE Is A SCARCITY OF PEANUTS. 


The Crop in Virginia Was Almost a Fail- 
ure, but This Year's Is Goad. 

Washington Star: Peanuts are scarcer 
than I have ever knows them before, said 
a wholesale jobber in that circus delicacy 
yesteraay. “Ordinverily,. many hundred 
thousands of busbels are carried over as a re- 
serve stock from ope yeur to another, fer the 
nuts will keep good almost indefinitely. But 
this season nearly ull on hand wiil be gone 
when the time arrives, in October, for the 
gathering of the new crop. You see, last 
season was a bad one for peanuts, and the 
crop was almost a failure in Virginia.“ 

The country depends for its supplies of 
peanuts chiefly upon Virginia, does it not!“ 
asked the Star reporter. 

“I think I may fairly say yes. | There are 
2,500,000 busheis of them grown that state 
amnually—more, I reckon, than the entire 
crop of other states put together. Tennessee 


produces about 500,000 bushels and North 


Carolina 75,000 bushels. Michigan, Georgia, 
and California also raise peanuts largely, 
but the Virgina peanuts are the finest of all, 
and bring the highest price. The pusiness of 
init Myre bas really become a vast in- 
dustry in the lewer counties of the state, and 
the area of farming land devoted to them is 
becoming larger every year, as tne husband- 
man jearns tne profit they can be made to 
mee Ba * peanut market, ot course, 
is Norfolk. etersdurg comes, second, and 
Smithfield third. In these towns there are 
many big factories employed in the business 
of rendering marketable ine nuts that are 
sent in by the farmers. They are first thor- 
oughly winnowed and screened to cleanse 
them, and finally are sorted. the bad ones be- 
ing picked out by young girls, who stand on 
either side of revolving beits, upon which 
the nuts are thrown. Afterwa they are 
packed in bags of 90 or 100 pounds cach, and 
ship to the jobbers in the cities.“ 

* How about the peanut crop this fall!“ 

** Our reports say that is ises admir- 
ably, both as to quality and quantity. The. 
few we had from Virginia last year were not 
so good as usual. Prices are going down a 
little, but best hand-picked peanuts bring 7 
cents a pound at retail today by the bag. 
Spanish peanyts bring more, of course. They 
are still considered w' fancy article, though 
more of them are grown in southern Virgioia 
every year. Here are as few. You see they 


are about one-third. the size of ordinary | 


peanuts; confectioners use them mostiy, be- 
cause they are sweeter, The big nuts are 
never so sweet or well flavored as the little 
ones. Take the red Tennessee nut, for in- 
stance. It has frequentiy tive or six large 
kernels in one shell, but the meat is rank. 
California peanuts are big, like everything 
else crown in that state. and they are not 
bad; but aone have come to this market for 
many years, so far as I know.”

WHERE THE TARIFF MIGHT BE REVISED. 


The Duty on Carpet Wool Clearly an Ab- 
surdity. 

The duties on carpet wool are an utter ab- 
surdity. For all practival purposes we do 
not raise a pound of carpet wool in the Unit- 
ed States. The wool grown from the Mexi- 
can sheep and termed carpet wool can only 
be used as stuffing, and itis idle to talk of 
supplying the carpet mills of this country 
with the breech and tagiocks of finer wooled 
sheep. Carpets could, of course, be made 
from the wool grown from the mutton sheep, 
but they would then bo so expensive as to be 
beyond the means of the great body of che 


people. 
The only way in which free carpet wool 


grows clothing and combing wool, is that it 
would thereby cheapen the cost to the cloth 
manufacturer of certain grades of coarse 
wool which he uses, as he uses catton, shod- 
dy, cowhair, silk, and other substances, to 
secure a certain effect. To retain a duty 
on carpet wool for the sake of forcing the 
American manufacturer to give up the use 
of his mixture is ds silly as would be an 
attempt to prevent the use of cotton, ten 
pounds of which are used to one of ‘carpet 
wool, in the manufacture of woolen cloths. 
The United States does not grow nor furnish 
such stock, nor except at an exorbitant 
price can it be produced here. If Ameri- 
can manufacturer is not to be alio to use 
it to produce the goods that fashion impeis 
his customers to demand they will duy 
imported goods. It “is quite possible, to 
distinguish the grades of carpet wool u- 
tioned in the tariff by means of the type 
samples, and. the removal of the duty would 
not. offer any greater,opportunity for faise 
classification than exists at present. If the 
present difference of .74¢ cents a pound in 


shippers to smuggle cilothmg wool into their 
bales, it is probably because, save in such ex- 
cepuonal cases. as noils and French proc- 
essed wools, the thing is impossible. 

The threat of “free goods“ is as vicious as 
it is silly. Where is the American wool- 
grower to find a market for his wool if the 
American milis are destroyed? No other 
country will take it. 

The American woolen industry is seriously 
hampered by the duties on wool, especially by 
specific duties on wool, which force the 
American importer to buy light shrink- 
age wools at inordinate high prices, 
while the foreigner, fre trom compe- 
tition in buying, can purchase scoured 
wool, and fine waste, and heavy shrinkage 
Wool at inordinately low prices. The Amer- 
fean woolen manufacturers are not clamor- 
ing for free wool. They sacrificed their seif- 
ish mterests by opposing as a body the Milis 
bill, which was much miore favorable to them 
than even the present tariff. We do not as- 
sume to speak for tuem, nor for any other 
person or persons; but Mr. Delano will find 
Ihe and his illad vised supporters push their 
absurd schedule of duties through Congress 
that they have killed the goose mat lays the 
golden eggs, Ihe reaction from such ex- 
treme legislation will ‘be sharp aud sweep- 
ing. 

An advalorem duty of 40 per cent on cloth- 
ing and combing wools and all noils would 
afford the wool grower all the protection 
that he can reasonably demand. It would 
relieve the manufacturer at least of inequit- 
able discrimination in foreign markets. The 
duty on carpet wool is a revenue duty, It 
ought to be abolished. 

We desire protection that industry may be 
developed, and that American labor may not 
fali to the level of foreign countries. It is 
idle, however, to protect articies which, like 
cane sugar, must always be exotics, or other 
articles which, like carnet wool, must be per- 
manently enhanced in value a hundred per 
cent in order to be produced at all.— Boston 
Commercial Bulletin,

* Where is the best land in Washington to be 
homesteaded?” was asked of Mr. S. L. Howlett, 
who, for quite a period, had charge of the United 
States land office at North Yakima, in the heart 
of the new state. 

The best land for a man to homestead in my 
judgment,“ was the reply, is up near the Brit- 
wh une in a tract as yet unsurveyed. It is 
known as the Columbia, or Moses, reservation, 
taking its name from old Moses, who wasa 
famous Indian chief. But the settier who 
takes a claim there now will have to 
squat on it and wait for the government survey. 
The best land which has been surveyed and cun 
be taken at the United States land offices with- 
out delay isin the Big Bend country, as it is 
called on account of the sweeping curve the Co- 
lumbia makes around two sides ot it. II is fifty 
miles south of the British line, and is across the 
Columbia, east from the Moses country. This 
Moses country consists of fertile bottoms along 
little Greeks, with timber on the hills. The Big 
Bend country is a great table land covered with 
bunch grass. It has nosage brush and does not 
look to frrigation for its development. It is like 
the Walia Walla wheat country.“ 

Now, what will you say is the best thing for 
the eastern farmer who selis out and comes to 
Washington with a few thousand dollars, pre- 
pared to buy rather than homestendr“ 

“That man,“ said Mr. Howlett, should 
settle in the Palouse, Walia Walla, or Yaki 
ma regions. Land can still be bad at rea- 
sonable prices—say from % to 825 an acre— 
and it is bound to increase in value. It is 
the kind of land whioh produces thirty-five 
busbele of wheat to the acre. There are 
many old settiers who came in early and who are 
Willing to sell out at prices which are cheap, con- 
sidering the productive value. I think that for 
five years to come farms can be bought in the re- 

ions I dave mentioned at figures below their 
reali values. For several years I have been buy- 
ing up old ranches at from $3.50 to $0 an acre, 
dividing them into smal! farms, and selling them 
at from $60 to $200 an acre. Thatisa general in-

Mr. Gowey was interviewed by Tun Tan- 
UNE correspondent today as follows: “The 
outloox for Republican success is daily grow- 
ing brighter. I have heard from nearly 
every section of the territory, and the re- 


ports are u. animous to the effect that there 


can be no question as to the election of the 
state ticket. ’ : | 
“It pow looks as though E. F. Ferris, our 
candidate for Governor, would have at least 
10,000 majority. Allen, our delegate to 
Congress carried the territory by seven thou- 
sand, and while not less than forty thousand 
people have come into Washington during 
the last year, I believe itis safe to assume 
that the great majority of them will be found 
voting for the publican ticket, as they 
largely came from ,Indiana, . Dlinois, Mich- 
igan, and Iowa. There is a certain floating

Her Story of a Wretched Life with’ the

After his 
discharge he lay in bed day and night witha 
bottle of whisky under his villow. e pawned 
my wedding ring and ore pistol. The other one 
I hid above the r. He beat me neariy every 
day, and knowing that the money would soon go 
I sewed zie in the lining of my skirt. 

“ne morning of the shooting I found this 
money gone, It was tne last cent in the world I 
had to keep my three children from starving. 
got the pistol and said: ‘Joe, give me that 
money or I'll shoot.’ With an oath he said 
‘Shoot,’ and I fired one shot a yard away from 
him to frighten him.

THE SEWAGE AND CHOLERA, 


The Subjects Discussed at the Meeting of 
the State Board of Health. 

The state board of health held its quarterly 
meéting at the Grand Pacific yesterday. The 
full board was present—Drs. A. L. Clark, Elgin; 
W. R. McKenzie, Chester; R. Ludham, Chicago; 
W. A. Haskell, Alton; Newton Bateman, LL. D., 
Galesburg; D. H. Williams, Chicago; and Sec- 
retary J. H. Rauch. 

The morning was devoted to routine work, the 
auditing of accounts, and the issuing of certifi- 
cates under the medical practice act. Dr. 
Rauch's report said in part: 

“ Owing to the increas quantity of sewage 
that empties into the ic river aud the 
small amount removed by the Bridgeport vumos 
the river during the last season was as offensive 
as at any time. before the deep cut in the canal 
was made, and in fact in the history of the city. 

“The heavy rainfall of July 27 ana 28, over four 
inches, carried the accumulated sewage beyond 
the crib afid polluted the water supply, and had 
it not been for the notice given to boil the water 
before using and the remarkably low ana equita- 
ble temperature that existed during the months 
of July and August the influence of this pollu- 
won of water would dave been much more 
marked upon life than it bas n. 

“ The ibility of cholera making its appear- 
ance in this country net eens force to the 
necessity for prompt action. * by those 
in authority, so far as the people of Chic are 
concerned, is simply criminal, and upon ad- 
joining communities who are infected by the 
nuisance it is an outrage.” * 

On the subject ot cholera the report said: 

“It is reported from London Sept. 14 
cases of cholera occurred at Constantinople. 
Their existence has been kept secret or desig- 
nated as malignant fever. It is said that the 
disease is the same as that raging in Smyrna 
ana Beirut. The cholera reached Constantinople 
dy its usual route out of India through the Eu- 
purates valley and Syria. it nas been reported 
that cases occurred in Greece and Hungary, but 
these latter reports are doubted.”’ 

The first outbreak occurred at Schatra, At 
the Schatel Hay, from July 27 to Aug. 6, per- 
sons died. The ist of August it appeared at 
Naszrie. Here, from Aug. 1to9, 203 deaths oc- 
curred. Finally it made its appearance at Bas- 
sorah Aug. 6, and at first an Arabiun girl who had 
come there from Fid.e, in Persia. Aug. 19 fifteen 


‘| Geaths occurred at Bassorah. 


Dysentery has been widely prevalent during 
the last four months, attacking hundreds of peo- 
ple. Deaths have been chiefly among chilaren 
under 5 cers of age, but the epidemics have not 
assumed such startling proportions in extent or 
severity as to threaten the general public safety. 

At Dr. Rauch’s suggestion it was decided to 
prepare a memorial on the question of additional 
pumping work and the pollution of the water 
supply.

New York Makes a Heavy Draft on the 
Talent of This City.

Tue fact that Mayor Cregier has revoked 
the licenses of some saloonkeepers who did

The inference may justly be drawn from the 
remarks of the News that it has given up ail 
hope of forcing its mayor to enforce the 
state Sunday closing law, and has with- 
drawn its support from the ministers who 
have been working with it.

As Tus Tamer suspected Senator Ingalis 
was badly misquoted in the telegraphic re- 
portof his speech at Arkansas City. He 
says that the estimate he made of the in- 
crease of national wealth every second was 
liberally enlarged by the addition of siz 
ciphers in the Associated Press dispatch. In- 
stead of $420,000,000 he affirmed that the na- 
tion increased $420 per second in national 
wealth, and instead of saying the soldiers 
bad earned ih all“ be merely claimed tney 
had saved it. Senator Ingalls’ figures 
still need a reduction of two-thiras at least 
‘in order to get at the actual increase Of 
wealth available for purposes of taxation. Sta- 
tisticians estimate that at least three-fourths 
ot the annual production of the country is 
paid as wages to labor, and all but a small 
portion of itis expended for subsistence. 
Wages are ‘spent for shelter, for food 
which is eaten, and clothing, fuel, 
furniture, wares, etc., which are soon worn 
out. The proportion of Wages carried over 
as savings is small. Nine families out of ten 
live pretty closely up to their income. Yet 
Senator Ingalls coynts the entire amount of 
the annual production paid over as wages to 
labor as so much added to the wealth of the 
country. The nation is made richer not by 
what it consumes and wears out but by what 
it has left over as a sufplus and which exists 
in the form of property on which the tax- 
gatberer cun levy. This cannot at most ex- 
ceed 8 or 10 per cent of the total annual 
product, and is probably much less. After 
striking off six ciphers from the original 
statement the least that can be asked of 
Senator Ingails is that he will further reduce 
his estimate by one-half. . The American peo- 
ple now pay in round numbers 600 millions a 
year of national, state, municipal, and edu- 
cational taxes. : 


‘WHY CANADA WAS NOT INVITED. 

The New York Post sneermgly asks 
whether the Harrison-Biaine administration 
1 tend that the congress of Amer- 
ican nations shall be a success, and proceeds 
to point out that the gathering will not be 


pan-American because British North America 


was not mvited to send delegates and will 
not be represented. Nor will the Englisn 
West Indies, nor Cuba, nor any other depend- 
ency of a European power. The fost well 
knows why the United States sent invita- 
tions only to the independent governments 
of the western hemisphere, and in a matter 
of this kind it ought to smotner partisan ani 
mosity for the time being and state the 
reason plainly. Congress in the act provid- 
ing for the conference named the countries 
that were to be invited to send delegates. 
Nor did the Harrison administration even 
perform the formal duty of sending the in vi- 
tations. That was attended to by Cleveland 
before Harrison’s induction into office. If 
there was any negiect or impropriety in the 
sending of invitations the fault belongs to 
the last Congress and to the Cleveland ad- 
ministration; the Harrison administration 1s 
not connected with it in any manner. 

It is ‘plain, however, that Congress did 
right in limiting the invitations to the inde- 
pendent governments of Central and South 
America and attempted no interference or 
tampering with the dependencies of Euro- 
pean powers. One of the purposes of the 
conference is to divert from Spain, France, 
Austria, and Eagland trade which those 
countries now have with “the states south 
ot us,” and it would have been an impudent 
piece of business indeed for the United 
States to have asked British Canada or 
Spanish Cuba or the British or French West 
Indies to send delegates to codperate in such 
an effort. Such action on the part of the 
United States would have provoked European 
resentment and would have led to no good. 
Bosides the congress was summoned to con- 
sider, among other matters, the establish- 
ment of international arbitration to take the 
place of war in settiement of disputes be- 
tween the independent governments of the 
western hemisphere, and no European col- 
ony or dependency could act on such a propo- 
sition. Tue countries invited to the con- 
gress are such only as can act and speak for 
themselves. They are all republics except 
Brazil, and all independent governments. The 
conference will be American in every sense 
and there can be no pretext for complaints 

by European powers. 

While the Post misleads its readers as to 
the reasons why Canada was not invited to 
the conference it discusses in an interesting 
way in the same article certain matters of 
ancient history bearing on a fact not gener- 
ally understood—viz.: that Canada escaped 
only by a scratch being ceded to the United 
States by Great Britain after the revolution. 
If longheaded old Ben Franklin could have 
had his way Canada would have been a part 
of the United States from the time peace was 
negotiated. Shrewdly taking advantage of 
the British anxiety about the treatment of 
the tories in America Franklin proposed to 
make satisfactory arrangements on that 
score and presented the following as neces- 
sary conditions” of peace: 

1. Independence of the colonies. 


2. Settlement of boundaries. 
3. Free fishing. 


As “advisable” conditions Franklin add- 
ed: : 

1. Free trade all around. 

2 Oession of Canada. 

Comparatively recent historical investiga- 
tions have made it plain that these conditions 


would all have been acceded to if Franklin’s | 


demand had been vigorously pushed. Can- 
ada might have been invited into the United 


States at tne beginning, and all the wrangles 
and disturbed trade relations which have 


vexed both countries for over a century 
might have been easily avoided. .Unfortu- 
nately, after Franklin had stafted the nego- 
thations for Canada he was taken ill, and his 
associates, Jay und Adams, inexperienced 
and unfit for the task before them, were left

So these 
statements will surprise no one. The New 
York Times scoffs at it and points at the 
names of the prominent men on the commit- 
tee as proof that there can be no job in the 
selection of this site. But the prominent 
men of New York are not above suspicion. 
They have never been known to throw away 
a chance of making money when they could 
dq it, as in this instance. without fear of the 
penitentiary, and it is safe to conclude that 
they have been looking after their own inter- 
ests more than those of the people for whom 
they pretend to be acting. 


DEMAGOGUE APPEALS IN THE CRONIN 
CASE, 

One of the attorneys for the prisoners in 
the Cronin case continues to waste the time 
of the court and to delay the selection of a 
jury for the trial of his clients by frivolous, 
vexatious, and demagogue motions, He is, 
strangely enough, indulged. by the court in 
his dilatory and objettionabie tactics, He is 
permitted to attack the officers of the court 
with impunity and to make appeals to vulgar 
prejudice from the courtroom. His favorite 
compiaint, embodied in motions and speeches, 
is that the jurors are not selected from the 
working classes, or from among the Irish 
Roman Catholhcs. Nearly related to this 
compiaMt is the one to the effect that a large 
number of British-Americans have been 
summoned. Both complaints are based on 
the faise assumptions of the defense in this 
case. 

The fact is that quite a large number of 
mechanics, workingmen, farmers, etc., have 
been examined for jury service in this case 
and that a goodly percentage of them have 
been Irish-Americans of the Roman Catholic 
faith. That many of those jurors have not 
been retained in the box is due to the attor- 
ney’s action. He has challenged dozens of 


taem for cause, some peremptorily. The as- 


sertion that an undue proportion of British- 
Americans has been summoned for jury 
service is also untrue. Mr. Forrest classes 
all persons whose fathers, mothers, grandfa- 
thers, or grandmothers were of English or 
Scotch birth as British-Americans. But after 
all the question of the Calling, na- 
tionality, or religion of jurors is not 
one whieh ought to govern in their 
selection. If the jurors are American 
citizens who declare on their oath that 
they can give an honest verdict in this case 
according to the law and the @vidence, and 
if they answer to the other requirements of 
the statute, then they should be taken as 
jurors unless peremptorily challenged by one 
side or the other. mr. Forrest has in the 100 
peremptory chalienges permitted by the law 
to his clients a sufficient protection against 
any undus prejudice that may exist in the 
community against them on account of the 
enormity of the crime with which they are 
charged. The court ought to protect its 
officers against the waspish essauits of the 
defending attorney, and the public agaifist 
his demagogue appeals and dilatory tactics.

Heis known as 
the god and prince of ade world; the prince 
of darkness; the prince of the power of the 
air; the accuser; Belial; the tempter; an 
adversary; deceiver, liar, Satan, etc., etc., 
and is briefly all that meanness and cunnins 
may imply. His methods of seduction are 
various and well adapted to compass 
his ends, and he generally does a 
good job if he does it at all. ine 
preachers insist that there is a devil 
with a power alittle less than omnipotence, 
and wicked sinners seek.to exculpate them- 
selves by insisting that the flesh is weak.

other name is inborn. A man may ve a 
brute, but if be is, it is his own fault and the 
devil has but little to do with it.

UNDER MESMERIC TRANCE 


Successful Result of a Delicate Operation in 
Paris. 

London Lancet: The famous experiments 
performed many yeans ago by Dr. Esdaile, in 
which that wellknown surgeon operated on 
Hindoos during what was called mesuieric 
sleen, are now being repeated and with, it 1s 
said, a successful result. The latest news 
we have of an operation under the mesmeric 
trance is from Paris, where, in the Hotel 
Dieu, a young woman is stated to have been 
subjected by Dr. Mesnet to a painful cutting 
operation of the ciass called dangerous 
and requiring great delicacy of manipula- 
uon,“ she being at the time wholly insensi- 
dle to pain, showing no sign of suffering, and 
awakening,’’ not from an anesthetie of the 
ordinary kind, but from u mesmeric sieep, 
“ wholly oblivious to what had taken piace.” 
We want the full particulars of this opera- 
tion before any satisfactory expression can 
be offered in respectto it; but we may say at 
once that similar results bave often n re- 
ported with little after effect in the advance- 
ment of the sup practice of anzesthesia 
by mesmerism. The phenomena are excep 
tional. They are usually observed in per- 
soas of hysterical type, and offering, for 
the moment, the greatest hopes, are quashed 
quickly by the miserabie failures with which 
they are attended so soon as the mesmeric 
pian is applied to patients atlarge. The fact 
is that anesthesia differs according to con- 
stitution, not largely, but in some instances 
excepuionally, to a degree little, understood by 
the public generally. There is a form of hys- 
terical anzesthesia just as there is of hyster- 
ical hyperzesthesia, ana when the represent- 
atives of the first class come urder the 
hands of the mesmerist they are such per- 
fect specimens fof his sbasion that they give 
him be. most triumphant returns. These 
cases call for a special study in regard to an- 
gesthesia, since until th y are elucidated there 
can be no sound progress. We would givean 
earnest warning on this matter of mesmeric 
hypnotism, assuring our readers that they 
must not expect more from it than excep- 
tional results, and these due not to true an- 
gesth¢sia, but to individual peculiarity.

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SPRING VALLEY TROU BLEs, 


He Says the Mines Were Diseriminated 
Against, and Declares That the Books 


the Stockholders—Criticism of the Ace- 
tion of the Men—4 Denial That Any 
Tevants Have Been Foreibly Ejected, 


Ex-Congressman W. L. Scott, president of 
the Spring Valley Coal company, has written 
a long letter to Gov. Fifer regarding the 
coal miners’ strike. He says he and the 
other mineowners have been subjected to un- 
called for and unjust abuse, and he wants 
the public to know the facts through Gov. 
Fiter. * 

“Venal and partisan newspapers,” he 
says. as well as politicians desiring toserve 
political ends, together with a few honest 
and charitablé citizens and misguided clergy- 
men, have, without tho necessary facts or 
knowledge to enable them to form a correct 
opinion, heaped on this company and its offi- 
cers through the press an amount of slander 
that is perhaps without parallel in the indus- 
trial history uf this couatry.” 

After giving the history of the Hlinols coal- 
fields and firnishing ticures to show that 
the railroads discriminate against Spring 
Valley in favor of the consolidated mines 
near St. Louis he says: There has been 
no period during the four years which we 
have operated the Spring Vailey,mines that 
we could not purchase—and in tact we have 
purchased—coal from other mines in the 
northern field at from 12 to 1744 cents per ton 
less than the actual cost of producing the 
| coal at our own property, and as the rates 
of transportation from these fields to Chica- 
go and St. Paul were the same that our own 
company had to pay I think you ‘will agree 
with me that we could hardly expect to 
maintain ourselves in a competitive market. 
But we have gone on hoping for a bet- 
ter condition of affairs when we 
would be able to kee our works 
going and our men employed, and we 
stopped work only when the men declined 
to meet us to agree on a price and when we 
found it would be an utter impossibility for 
us to continue operauons without virtually 
bankrupting our company.” 

SAYS THERE IS NO PROPFTT. 

Mr. Scott says he came from New York to 
Chicago in April to see a committee of 
miners, and after he had been here two days 
they refused to meet him, He took this as a 
desire to give up the idea of arbitrauon and 
went home ordering the works closed May 
1, on which date all the other mines in the 
northern field ceased work, demanding a re- 
duction in the price of mining.“ 

Comparing the Braidwood and Spring Val- 
ley mines, he says the diggers in the latter 
have ali the advantage. They are able 
to mine more and with less labor in 
Spring Valley tnan at Braidwood, but 
charge the same in both places. The 
average earnings of a Spring Valiey 
miner, he deciares, is $48.56 a. month for 
tweive months a year, including two months 
lost time. As to the alleged prolits of the 
company,” he says, “during four years no 
stockholder has received one cent return on 
his investment, nor do the books show he is 


the hands were paid the mine’s store was 
owed $17,000, 85 per cent of this being due 
from the men.

We know of no law, moral or statute, that 
makes coal mining an exception, or which is 
not wre applicable to the conduct of any 
other business interest of the country; nor do 
we know of any moral or statute law that 
makes it obligatory on the individual citizen, or 
& corporation, to conduct bis or its business re- 
gardiess of the interests of such business and 
the conditions of trade solely for the object of 
furnishing employment to the labor of the 
country, when such a policy must inevitably 
result iu the bankruptcy of the individual or 

rporation. 

© now propose to stand on our legal, moral, 
and equitable rights. No amount of personal 
misrepresentation and abuse, emanating from a 
gang of professional agitators at Spring Valley 
and circulated throughout the country by a par- 
tisan press, can drive us or influence us to resume 
work at Spring Valley upon any other basis for 
mining than at @ relative price to that paid by 
other mines in your state where the conditions 
are similar, unless we choose to do so voluntarily.

The exports of 
wheat from Russia in 1886 were 54, 184,

Last year’s 
corner in wheat enabied Russia largely 
to merease her exports, although there 
was no corresponding augmentation of the 
crop, Under the Russian system of peasant 
proprietorsbip local stations are systematic- 
ally glutted with wheat, and when this is ac- 
complished the factor buys up the stocks at 
25 per cent below its market value, thus reap- 
ing the benefit of the peasants’ industry, 
controlling the export movement, and keep- 
ing the farmers iu a state of poverty, which 
makes them dangerous competitors with 
American producers.

Business Indications for the Last Week 
Generally Favorabie, 


New York, Sept. 27.—R. G. Dan & Co. 


weekly review of trade says: 

Business indications this week are generally 
favorable, The exports from New York for four 
weeks exceed last year’s by 25 per cent, and a 
like gain elsewhere would mean an excess of ex- 
ports over imports for the month approaching 
$9,000,000, for the increase in imports here has 
been but 3½ per cent. But that excess would 
not meet tne month’s allowance for interest, 
undervaluations and freight charges, so that 
foreign exchange has advanced during the week 
halt a cent. The Bank of Engiand has raised its 
rate from 4to 5 per cent, and that bank lost 
$855,000 specie for the week, the Bank of France 
also losing $2,275,000, and the Bank of Germany 
$2,124,000. Theseevidences of foreign demand, 
with the low state of reserves at New York, 
render the monetary future less clear, and the 
rates for money Nave advanced during the week 
fully 1 per cent on call, with increasing caution 
in‘commercial loans. 

The treasury has helped duri 
disbursing $2,100,000 more than it has taken in 
and the reports from interior pointe all indicate’ 
an ample supply of money for legitimate needs 
and no stringency. Thé demand bas been more 
active at Philadelphia, OChicugo, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Kansas City, and Milwaukee, but tne sup- 
ply is still suficient, and collections are on tne 
whole improving. The volume of business is a 
little below last year’s at Boston, St. Louis, and 
a few sthalier places, but generally much larger, 
the aggregate of bank clearings outside New 
York showing a gain of nearly 7 per cent; only 6 
per cent at Boston, Philadelphia, and Chicago 
taken together, but 11 per centat all other 
points. 

Until. Thursday the stock market had been 
comparatively inactive, though not declining. 
But a sharp advance has since appeared, putting 
the average of prices fully halt a dollar higher 
than @ week ago. Reports of foreign buying of 
securities are circulated, but the marke? seems 
still mainly confined to professionals, though its 
advance should indicate stronger confidence as 
to the monetary future, and also to early settie- 
ment of rates.

West of the valley not near as much rain 
has fallen. Thrashing is from one-fourth to 
one-third done. This report is made tp from 
returns from elvators in Minnesota and Da- 
kota and is as full and reliubie in forma Mn 
as can be obtained with regard to the situa- 
tion in the northern and souchern portions 
of Dakota at the present time. 

As the present condiuons are favorable 
for plowing, farmers are improving the op- 
portunity, nence there has not been any 
wheat delivered to amount to anything. 
Prices also have been unsatisfactory and 
farmers genéraliy are looking for more mon- 
ey for their wheat later on. This probably 
accounts for the light movement mere than 
anything eise. A large amount of paper 
will mature during the next sixty days, giv- 
en by the farmers for machinery, ana this 
must bring out the larger proportion of the 
wheat in the Red river valley. 

Full returns from elevators also in the 
Grand Forks regions indicate altogether too 
much rain. Turashing is delayed and move- 
ment is light in consequence, 

Threshing returns from Walsh county, 
North Dakota, also report heavy rains; what 
thrashing has been done has been between 
showers. Farmers are not marketing freely. 

Cass county, one of the most important 
spring wheat counties in North Dakota, re- 
9 hag every one plowing; thrashing nearly 

one, and the yield for the county eight 
bushels to the acre. 3 

In southern Minnesota until the last week 
or ten days the ground had been so dry that 
it had been almost impossible for tarmers to 
plow, but rains have fallen recently and the 

round is in good condition for plowing.

Tun TRIBUNE’S report on the corn situation 
and the effects of the recent frosts, published 
Sept. 21, showed that considerable of the 
corn nad been nipped by the frost. Reports 
this week received from Nebraska, north of 
the line of the Union Pacific road, show that 
many fields were caught by the frost of sb 
week. While the extent of the damage - 
not be determined it is now thought to be 
considerable. Waile Nebraska has a large 
crop of corn many reports show that the 
corn is lightin weight. 

Corn will be fit to gather about the middle 
of October. In souttern Nebraska the corn 
crop is past all danger of frost. Corn is 
commencing-to dry, slowly, however. It is 
thought that there is about 8 to 10 per cent of 
last year’s crop on hand. This will be mov- 
ing in a short time, as farmers will need crib 
room for the new ron. 

lowa reports that corn will do to crib in 
about fifteen days. This is earlier than 
usual.’ In quantity the crop is about the 
same as that made in 1888, but the quality 
varies greatly. This is owing to the ex- 
tremely dry weather during August. The 
old corn has been sold close, much more so 
than usual. . 

Reports covering elevators along the iine 
of the Chicago & Alton and Toledo, Peoria 
& Warsaw railroads, both situated in the 
heart of the corn belt of the country, show 
teat there is considerable old corn yet left 
and this will be largely carried over to 
another year. So far as the present corn 
crop is concerned it all matured without 
damage from frost. This can be 
traced as one of the good effects of tile drain- 
age, which put the crop from ten to four- 
teen days in advance of lands 
which were not tiled. Farmers are 
generally satisfied with the outcome. So far 
there has en little drying weather for 
corn, and little will be fit to gather before 
the ist of November. 

| WINTER WHEAT. 

There has not been a time since harvest in 
the history of the 18 winter wheat crop 
when the demand for good milling wheat 
has been as great as it is today and the move- 
ment sosmali. This arises largely from the 
fact that asthe season advances it is no 
longer a question of sentiment but one of 
fact that afar larger proportion of the win- 
ter wheat Was damaged during July to such 
an extent as to lower the grade and make it 
unfit for milling purposes. Tue Trisunr’s 
last report incidentally made mention of this 
fact, and now it con ürms it by saying that all 
the territory in the extreme south western por- 
tion of the wheat belt is looking northward 
for good milling wheat. Reports from the 
principal grain centers in Missouri outside of 
St. Louis say that there isa great demand 
for wheat for milling purposes—more than 
enough to take up tne available supply that 
there is on the market. 

In Kansas stocks of merchantable wheat 
everywhere are reported as light, and the de- 
mand for good wheat at the present time is 


‘strong. 


Farmers both in Missouri and Kansas seem 
to be holding on for higher prices, at tne 
present time stronger than at avy date sirce 
harvest. Farmers who have good clean 
wheat are selling it at from five to 10 cents a 
busnel above market for seed. 

In Michigan reports indicate that wheat is 
being marketed slowly, but an increase in 
the movement is looked for next month if 
the market should bold steady. The crop is 
not up to tne usual grade. Especially the 
white winter wheat, whict is of light weight 
9s compared with other years. In southern 
Indiana the deliveries of wheat are light. 
Mils are generally running up to their full 
capacity, and are accumulating but little 
real good milling wheat. The demand for 
No. 2 milline wheat is large and before an- 
other harvest it will be scarce. The same 
story as to tight movement and large de- 
to for good milling wheat comes also from 

nio. 

Probably the fact that farmers at the pres- 
ent time are more than usually busy with 
seeding winter wheat may account for the 
restricted movement at this season of the 
year. But there is no question or manner of 
doubt but the farmers have marketed all 
their poor wheat—or, strictly speaking, the 
largest ruon of it. They are now thor- 
ovghly impressed with the tact and actual 
experience that their good milling wheat is 
worth more than it has been bringing at 
grain centers and do not propose to throw 1 
on the market even at present prices. |

Perhaps Philadelphia will bave 
to come in after all. with her magnificent West 
park—the old centennial site—her quiet but 
solid business methods, and great national popu- 
larity as an effective compromise. At all events 
Father Knickerbocker today has a sad look. 

Louis Rosenheim writes to the Nashville 
American: “The exposition at Chicago, but a 
few hours’ ride from Nashville, will cost our 
people but a trifle for cheap excursion fare.

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certain, a superb soldier, a wise statesman, a 
judicious legislator, a natural ruler of men, 
and a most accomplisned prince in music and 
the fine arts and in all the graces of social 
life. Some of the best laws that ever were 
enacted in England were enacted during his 
reign. His title to the throne of England 
was absolutely clear, as against the 
Earl of Richmond, and but for che treach- 
ery of some among bis followers he would 
have prevailed in the contest upon, Bosworth 
Field and would have vindicated and main- 
tained that title over all opposition. He iost 
the battle, and he was too great a man to sur- 
vive the ruin of his fortunes. He threw away 
his life in the last mad charge upon Rich- 
mond that day, and when once the grave had 
closed over bim, and his usurping cousin gad 
ized the English crown, it naturally must 
ave become the easy as well as the politic 
business of history to blacken his character. 
England was never ruled by a more severe 
monarch than the austere, crafty, avaricious 
Henry the Seventh, and it is very cer- 
tain that no word in praise of. his 
ecessor could have been pub- 
licly said in England during Henry's reign ; 
neither would it have been safe for anybody 
to speak for Richurd and the house of York 
in the time of Henry VIIL, the cruel 1 
or the illustrious Elizabeth. The drift, in 
fact, was all the other way. “The Life of 
Richard III.“ Thomas More is the 
fountainhead of ali the other narratives of 
his career, and there can be no doubt that 
More, who as a youth bad lived at Canter- 
bury in the house of Archbishop n, de- 
riyed his views of Richard from that prelate. 
„Morton is fled to Richmond.” He was 
bishop of Ely when he deserted the King, 
and Heary VII. rewurded bim by making 
him archbishop of Canterbury. No man of 
the time was so littie likely as Morton to take 
an unprejudiced view of Richard III. Itis 
the Morton view that has become history. 

I stood yesterday upon the summit of Am- 
bien hill and looked dowrward over the 
plain where Richard fought bis last fight and 
went gloriously to his death. The battle 
of Bosworth fieid was fought the 22d of Au- 
gust, 1485. More than 400 years have sed 


since then: yet, except for the incursions of 


acanal and a railway, the aspect of that 
plain is but little changed from what it was 
when Richard surveyed it on that gray and 
somber morning when he beheld the forces 
of Richmond advancing across the marsh 
and knew that the crisis of his life had come. 

The earl was pressing forward that day 
from Tamworth and Atherstone, which are 
in the northern part of Warwickshire—the 
latter being close upon the Leicestershire 
border. His course was a littie to the south- 
east, and King Richard’s fo facing 
northwesterly, faced their enemies from the 
summit of a long and gently sioping hill that 
extends for several miles, about east and 
west, from Market Bosworth on the mght to 
the vicinity of Dadlington on the left. The 
King’s position had been chosen with an ex- 
cellent judgment, that has more than once, in 
modern times, elicited the ‘admiration 
of accomplished soldiers. His right 
wing, commanded by Lord Stanley, 
reste on Bosworth. His left was 
pega by a marsh impassable to tae foe. 

rd William Stanley.commanded the left 
and had his headquarters in Wadlington. 
Richard rode in the center. Far to the right 
he saw the clustered homes and the graceful 
spire of Bosworth, and fur to the left bis 
glance rested on the little church of Dadling- 
ton. Below and in front of hun all was open 
field, and all N that field waved the bau- 
ners and sounded the trumpets of rebellion 
and vefiance. to imagine 
the glowing emotions—the implacable 
resentment, passionate fury, and 
the deadly purpose oi slaughter and venge- 
ance—with which the imperious and 
terrible monarch gazed on his 9 — te raga 
foes. ey show in a meadow alittle way 
over the crest of the hill, where it is marked 
and partly covered now by a pyramidal 
structure of gray stones, suitably inscribed 
with a few commemorative lines in Latin, a 
spring of water at which Richard paused to 
quench his thirst before he made that iast 
desperate charge on Radmore heath, when at 
length he knew himself ‘betrayed and aban- 
doned and feit that bis only hope lay in 
killing the Earl of Richmond with his own 
hand. The fight at Bosworth was not a 
long one. Both the Stanleys deserted 
the Kine’s standard early in the day. 
It was, easy for them, 2 as they 
were, to wheel their forces into the rear of 
the rebel army, at the right and left, Noth- 
ing then remained for Richard but to rush 
down upon tne center, where he saw the 
banners of Richmond—borne at that moment 
by Sir John Cheyney—and to crush the 
treason atits head. It must have been a 
charge of tremendous impetuosity. It bore 
the fiery King a long way forward on the 
level plain. He struck down Cheyney with 
his own hand. He plainly saw the Lari of 
Richmond and came almost near enough to 
encounter him when a score of swords were 
bufied in his body, and, hacked almost into 
pieces, he fell beneath heaps of the 
slain. The place of his death is now the 
junction of three country roads, one leading 
northwest to Shenton, one southwest to Dad- 
lington, and one bearing away easterly to- 
ward Bosworth. A little brook called Sandy 
Ford flows underneath the road, and there 
is a considerable coppice in the field at the 
junction. Upon the peaceful sigaboard ap-

Wolsey—now a ruin. The only commemor- 
ative mark upon the battiefield is the pyra- 
mid at the well, and that stands at a long 
distance from the place of the King’s death. 
I tried to picture the scene of his final 
charge and his frightful death as I stood 
there upon the hillside. Many little 
slate-colored clouds. were drifting across 
a pale blue sky. A cool summer breeze was 
sighing in the branches of the neighboring 
trees. The bright green sod was ali alive 


with tne sparkling yellow of the colt's foot 


and the soft red of the clover. Birds were 
whistling from the coppice near by, and 
overhead the air was flecked with innumer- 
able black pinions of fugitive rooks and star- 
lings. Itdid not seem possibie that a sound 
of war or a deed of violence could ever have 
intruded here to break he Sabbath stillness 
of such a scene of peace. 

The water of King Richard’s well is a 
shallow pool, chok now with moss and 
weeds. The inscription, which was written 
by Dr. Parr of Hatton, reads as foliows:
